Flumlng torches will herald the 
opening of McGIU's sixth annual 
Winter Carnival. The Carnival 
will run for three days, from Feb- 
ruary 18 to 20. Inclusive. 

Tlw first event of the festivi- 
ties will bo n torchlight parade 
tip Mount Royal. At a giant ice 
cnstlo especially erected for the 
Carnival, Dr. F.. Cyril James, 
Principal and Vicc-Chniicellor of 
McGIll University, will cut a tape, 
thus officially opening the three 
day Mardi Gras. 

During tho night there will be 
skiing, skating, lobognnnlng, and 
Btiowsboelng. Competitions of 
many sorts will bo run off, and an 
Ico show will bevstnged on a spec- 
ially built rink In front of the 
Chalet. A fireworks display will 
be presented and students will 
dance to tho music of Russ Mere- 
dith and his orchestra. 

The following day will see an 
International Intercollegiate Ski 
Competition which will be held at 
Mont Gabriel. Some of tho events 
Includo slalom. Jumping, down- 
hill and cross-country racing. Va- 
rious prizes will be awarded, In- 
cluding tho International Ski Tro- 
phy which will go to the winning 
country. Ski teams will be coming 
from Harvard, M.I.T., Darmouth, 
Cornell, St. Michael's, Toronto, 
Laval, and the University of Mont- 
real, as hosts of McGill.

Standing atop turrets of a 
giant 42 ton Ico Cnstlo, a replica 
of a Medieval Castle In England, 
will he Dr. James and ten city 
officials and dignitaries, as the 
torchlight parade makes lis way 
up the mountain. With tho use 
of a Public Address system Dr. 
James will address tho student 
body. As the Principal cuts the 
tape to officially open tho sixth 
annual Winter Carnival the doors 
of the Castle will open to allow 
students to file through. 

Tills castle, the largest ever to 
bo built on this continent, Is 40 
feet long and 70 feet wide. It Is 
being donated Jointly by Stein- 
berg's Ltd. and II. Brunclle Ltce, 
and the city of Montreal. 

Facing the Chalet a skating ex- 
hibition will tako place on tho 
rink constructed by the City of 
Montreal, especially for the Carn- 
ival. 

Scheduled for 9 pin the show 
will feature an act of fancy and 
synchronized figure skating by the 
Montreal Figure Skating Club. 
Students will got a preview of the 
Forum Night skating show by

Trick skiing exhibitions a triple 
slalom race, a demonstration or

It was their intention to model 
the McGill Carnival arter that or 
Dartmouth, which had runciioned 
successfully since its Institution 
In 1 î» 1 0. Tlie Dartmouth Carnival 
is sponsored by the Dartmouth 
Outing Club, the group which has 
always planned and organized the 
winter festival in Hanover. It was 
hoped that the McGlll Carnival 
would be conducted under the aus- 
pices of our own Outing Club. 

Accordingly, this organization 
was approached and It fell to an 
energetic group within the M.O.C. 
to implement the detailed program 
of organization. Thus, in I!) IS, 
under the chairman- hip of John 
Skclton, the first anual McGlll 
Winter Carnival was held. From

the outset, the Carnival was ac- 
claimed as a success and attention 
was drawn to McGill and Montreal 
from all over the continent. Her- 
alded from the first as the largest 
undertaking of Its kind on this 
continent, this proved more than 
a niero advertizing slogan, and 
continues to be true today, not 
only from the point of view of 
finances, but also in student and 
spectator participation. 

During tho'e formative days, 
MOC had the dratnlic students 
to create a revue. It bad hockey, 
basketball and swimming teams 
for exhibition performances. It 
I had skiers to compete with the 
host from MIddlcbury and Dart- 
mouth or whatever. It bad abund- 
ant snow (usually for sculptures) 
to decorate tlie campus. There 
was a multitude of pretty coeds 
from which to choose a queen. 
Next door waited Mount Royal, 
a winter-wonderland or a city 
park. Not far away were the I.aur- 
entlens. made to order for winter 
sports. And McGlll had the clean 
snow of Winter Incarnate. 

There was no help for It: McGill 
had to have a carnival. 

That first year over five hun- 
dred students participated In the 
Carnival. The number of spectat- 
ors has never fallen below twenty 
thousand people In any year. 

In 1948, Ibe budget was set at 
$20,000. and inasmuch as the 
committee had no previous exper- 
ience in such a mammoth project, 
It is understandable that there 
I was a deficit of $5,000. 

John Dobson was appointed 
Chairman of tlie second Carnival 
by the outgoing executive. This 
second year the budget was cut 
to $13,00.0., and a net profit of 
f3,200. was realized. 

The third and tourth Carnivals 
were chaired by Chris Hovey and 
Jim itoss respectively. The '02 
Carnival was cancelled due to the 
death of I ho King. Last winter 
Peter Cameron and Ills committee 
staged a breath-taking spectacle 
of pngentry and thrills without 
parallel. 

This year's outing should ex- 
ceed any of the foregoing. Come 
Monday and the snow sculpture 
sags into oblivion, while McGlll 
turns back to Its almost forgotten 
books. Hui the basic raw mater- 
ials of the. Carnival, the skating 
and the skiing and the jingle of 
slelch bells on Mount Royal, go 
on for the rest of tho winter.

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Dr. Hans Selye To Speak 
On the Function of Stress 



Dr. Hans Selye, world renown- 
ed endocrinologist, who Is the dir- 
ector of tnu Institute of Experi- 
mental Medicine and Surgery at 
tho University of Montreal, will 
address the Pre-Mcdlcal Society 
tomorrow at 5 o'clock in Ilm. 250 
of the Hlolojiy building. Dr. Selye 
will talk on "Stress and the Adap- 
tation Syndrome". 
. I'hyslcs Is apparently not the 
only subject that Is concerned 
with stress, as It has been shown 
to play a formidable rolo In the 
functioning of tho human body 
Selye, who started work on this 
particular topic almost IS years 
ago, has demonstrated that many 
of our worst diseases such ns 
kidney disease, arthritis and heart 
disease, are a result of hormones 
unbalancing duo to the prolonged 
stresses of civilization. 




Dr. Hans Sclyc 

Dr. Selye, a Canadian citizen, 
was born In Vienna in 1907 and 
received most of his formal train- 
Ing In Europe. He received his 
Ph.D. In chemistry and his M.D. 
at the German University of 
Prague. In 1331, Dr. Selyo was 
awarded a Itockefeler Research 
Fellowship which was put to work 
In biochemistry hero at McGill and 
In biochemical hygiene at John 
Hopkins. McGill awarded him a 
D.Sc. in medical research In 1042; 
Ho was a professor of biochemis- 
try and histology respectively bet- 
ween 1931 and 1945 at this uni- 
versity. 

Dr. Selye has received awards 
for his outstanding work In such 
countries as England, the U.S. and 
Italy. Besides belonging to tho 
Royal of Canada, ho Is a member 
of over 30 different societies In 
many dlfforent countries. Ho also 
holds the position of Expert Con- 
sultant to the Surgeon General of 
the United States Army. 



Dr. Selyo has written over 400 
scientific papers along with nu- 
merous medical texts Including u 
volume Encyclopedia of Endo- 
crinology" and tho "Story of the 
Adaptation Syndrome". Tho latter 
was met with such wide enthu- 
siasm that It was translated Into 
French, German, Japanese, Inter- 
llngua and Spanish. 

Time, In a recent article on 
Selye, states that he "has become 
tho world's outstanding expert on 
endocrinology". Another famous 
American magazine had this to 
say on Dr. Selye, ''His work on 
stress promises to lake Its place 
with the medical milestones of 
I'asteur, Koch, Behring and Eh 
rick."
